perance Union, for thirty-tfve years has 


been at work in forty countries. Most 


of you know that it was founded iu 


18n3 by Francis E. Willard. 
In every movement of the advance­ 
ment and uplift of the world aud man­ 
kind in general, the W. C. T. U. lins al­ 
ways been one of the leading organiza­ 
tions. 
We have our national organiz­ 
ers, lecturers and evangelists. 
Since 
ISM, thirty-live missionaries have been 
commissioned by tile organization. 
I wonder how many know tile battle* 
to have tin* facts of science regarding 
alcohol taught in tile public schools 
was fought and won by tile Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union, and know’ 
that in these latter years 
the final 
victory for the cause has been made 
secure by the 
boys and 
girls 
who 
learned through that 
teaching that 
alcohol is a poison. 
In its very beginning the W. U. T. U. 
organized the popular mother’s meet­
